MAY GO TO SAN BERNARDINO 


Rev. Mr, Griffith Declines Call to 
Church of the Ascension 


Improvement Work to be Done 
Under Bond System — 

City to Buy Road 
Scraper. 


Municipal Gas Plant Bonds Authorized by Decisive Vote After 
Fine Campaign by Board of Trade — Work 
May Begin in 60 Days. 


Rev. G. Taylor Griffith last Sunday 
morning announced to the congrega¬ 
tion of the Church of the Ascension 
that he would be unable to accept the 
call to the rectorship of that church. 
He expressed hjs thanks for the honor 
conferred by the invitation and ex¬ 
pressed regret at being unable to per¬ 
manently serve the parish where he 
has made such a favorable impression 
during the past few weeks. 

In this connection a San Bernardino 
dispatch in the Express of Wednesday 
evening will be of interest. It was as 
follows: 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 24.—Rev. 
George D, Griffith of Los Angeles has 
t>een invited to accept the rectorship of 
the St. John Episcopal church in this 
city and will deliver his first sermon 
next Sunday. Rev. Griffith is at pres¬ 
ent in charge of the church at Sierra 
Madre. He is an experienced minister 
and a graduate of Seabury college in 
Minnesota. 


By the decisive vote of 116 to 41 the 
$30,000 bond issue for a municipal 
gas plant was authorized at Wednes¬ 
day’s special election. The vote on 
the purchase of land was 116 to 42, 
one ballot being marked on one propo¬ 
sition only. 

The vote not only gives a good mar¬ 
gin over the necessary two-thirds but 
shows an overwhelming sentiment for 
progress, prosperity and gas. About 
sixty days will be required for the 


sale of the bonds and letting of the 
contracts before actual construction 
work can begin. 

A great deal more might be written 
on this subject but owing to the large 
amount of space devoted to the gas 
question in the last two issues of the 
News but a brief space will be taken 
by it this week. Further comments 
will be in order later. Meanwhile, 
everybody, almost, is happy over the 
results.

Government Reforestation Work Car 
ried on Along New Lines 


Forest Ranger George Crow reports 
that the government is planting eight 
different kinds of eucalyptus trees in 
the work of reforesting the mppntains. 
Tfie seeds are planted in boxes along 
tip 1 trails at intervals and after the 
trees are large enough to be trans¬ 
planted they will be removed to the 
places throughout the forest reserve, 
and especially along the trails. Tl^e 
seeds are planted in this way to avoid 
the expense of carry ng young trees to 
the points where they are to be set out 
and are distributed temporarily in 
boxes to allow of easy attention while 
sprouting. 

Pleasure seekers, says Mr. Crow, 
have sometimes destroyed these boxes 
for various purposes or started them 
idling merely to see them tumble down 
the side of the njouqtain. They have 
also occasionally uprooted the pine and 
spruce trees set out along the trail two 
yeprs ago. either wantonly or for the 
purpose of taking the young trees 
home. Such acts are in violation of 
the law and perpetrators will be pros¬ 
ecuted if caught. 


FORMER RESIDENT DEAD 


The death of Mr. O. S. A. Sprague at 
Pasadena on Sunday marked the pass¬ 
ing of a man remembered kindly by 
many of the older residents of Sierra 
Madre. Mr. Sprague spent some time 
in Sierra Madre and for several win¬ 
ters occupied, with his family, Dr. 
Bridge’s house on upper Auburn. He 
removed to Pasadena about 12 years 
ago. He was senior member of the 
Chicago firm of Sprague, Warner & 
Co., wholesale grocers, and was a man 
of wealth. Many people who knew him 
during his residence in Sierra Madre 
have cause to remember his unostenta¬ 
tious acts of philanthropy. He was a 
regular attendant at the Congrega¬ 
tional church and took particular in¬ 
terest in the Christmas festivities. He 
took an interest in public affairs here 
and was always glad to hear of the 
progress and prosperity of this city. 
After removing to Pasadena the loss 
of his wife was a severe b,low to him. 
He later erected the Sprague Memorial 
hospital to her memory.

Byt a 
slight advance, if any, over the cash 
price is now figured by contractors on 
bonded work. So that those who wish 
to pay cash can do so. And at the 
same time such terms are arranged 
that no property owner need be 
pinched financially on account of street 
improvement.
